Edmond accepted 
the money as he was in debt, He was 
told that a reply to Gordon would be sent 
to the Post Office. He posted the letter, and 
called for the reply in a few days. In the 
letter, which he opened, was £5 and a 
reference to a prisoner named Knox. He 
decided that the money was not for Gordon; 
that there was something wrong, and that he 
would keep the money. When he went 
to see Mr. O'Reilly a few days later 
in Bray, continued the statement, Mr. 
O’Reilly asked him if Knox wanted more 
money, and he answered “ Yes,” that he 
— £2, which Mr. O’Reilly then gave 
im. 

Beresford Knox, Beech Hill, Bray, said that 
since April last he had been serving a 
sentence at Mountjoy. About the end of May 
@ prisoner named George Brack came to him, 
and as a result of what Brack said he wrote 
to Mr. O'Reilly, sealing the letter, and giving 
it to Brack. 

When the letter was produced in Court

The defendant said that Mr. O’Reilly had 
been dismissed from his as witness's 
agent by his solicitor. e asked Edmond 
to put the’money in the office, and defendant 
said that he would do so. 

When Mr. O’Reilly visited him in prison 
in July Edmond conducted him (witness) to 
the visitors’ room, and asked him if he “ had 
+ got the stuff he sent-him,.’’ He replied that 
he had not, and Edmond said he would see 
Brack about it. He (witness): said that he 
had remarked that it seemed a very shady 
business, and if his solicitor heard about it 
he would inform the police. 
Laurenge O'Reilly, Fortview, Sidmonton 
road, Bray, said that he was agent for 
Knox, and that he had received a letter 
from the prison from Knox asking for £5. 
He sent the money by registered packet that 
evening. ‘The accused man came to him in 
Bray on 15th July, and asked if he was 
looking for a receipt for the registered letter. 
Edmond produced the registered envelope, 
and said that as Knox could not send a 
receipt he sent the envelope to show it was 
all right. He then said that he was to have 
£2 and a few shillings for himself, and he 
(witness) gave him £2 and two half-crowns. 

He (witness) visited Knox at Mountjoy 
Prison, and on the following day Edmond 
came to his house in Bray, and said that 
there was a rumour in the prison that Knox 
had reported the matter of the money. 
Edmond was very distressed and said it 
would be his ruin, and he (witness) said 
he could do nothing for him. 

J. J. Walsh, clerk in G.P.O., said that 
he had handed out a registered packet 
addressed to ‘‘ Mr. H. Gordon” to a man who 
signed for it as ‘‘H. Gordon.”

The remedy for indigestion 
lies not in medicine, but usually in a 
better selection of food, or in saner cating 
habits. 
Whatever the cause, if a mental worker 
suffers from indigestion, he must find the 
cause and correct it. If anything worries 


amount of worry ever corrected a bad or 
doubtful situation, and so assume a more 
care-free attitude towards his affairs. 
Tobacco sometimes causes indigestion; if 
so, let him give it up. If coffee is 
sus , he can drink something else. 
Malted milk, fruit. juices, or the cereal 
beverages are palatble, and in case one 
of these does not suit his taste he should 
try another.

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most common of all causes—namely, the 
habits of eating. Eating either too much, 
too often, or too fast, will cause indiges- 
tion, and here will be found the cause of 
over 90 per cent. of the chronic cases. If 
you are. one of. these, the remedy 
here is as simple as the cause. Stop 
eating entirely for a day or two. When 
mealtime arrives take a little mutton, 
beef or chicken broth, and drink water, 
but nothing else. Orange juice may be 
taken in place of the broth. e indigestion 
will quickly correct itself. Then eat food 
which is not highly seasonéd. Do not use 
any salt or spices, and very little sugar, 
See to it that all solid food is chewed 
before it is swallowed. Distribute your 
food among the various meals, so that 
you are not ‘‘stufféd’’ at the end of a 
meal, and so that you get hungry between 
meals. Where indigestion is purely 
functional there is no reason whatever 
why it should be allowed to continue. 
Even where there is no indigestion to 
district the mind of a mental worker from 
his work, there are frequently one or 
more periods during the day when his 
progress is at a low ebb. Probabl all of 
these can be traced to the food he eats. 
Just what one should eat depends, of 
course, on whether he is over-weight or 
under-weight. If your weight is normal 
a whole-wheat cereal with milk and a 
gs portion of some fruit will most 
ikely be a suitable breakfast. Here in 
Paris, breakfasts are light—a cup of 
café-au-lait, a roll or two with butter, 
constitutes what the average Parisians is 
accustomed to for his breakfast. The 
French habit of icy "nech at break- 
fast is not inevitable. any people feel 
that the stimulation from it is necessary, 
but if a milk or cereal beverage were 
added, and the stimulation obtained by a 
brisk walk, the work done before noon, 
would likely be very much improved in 
both quantity and quality. 


DIET SUGGESTIONS 


Lunch is the critical meal for the 
sedentary worker. If he eats none at all, 
a feeling of weakness or a headache may 
result in an hour or so, and then the 
work accomplished is practically zero. On 
the other hand, if he eats a big lunch, 
his mental efforts for the next two hours 
will ges! be devoted to trying to stay 
awake. Just what lunch one should eat 
is governed by a number of circumstances. 
If one has em ma weight or more, the less 
lunch the better. Fruits, either raw or 
cooked, should be included; vegetables, 
likewise, raw or cooked, such as cabbage, 


sauerkraut lettuce, spinach, carrots, green 


tomato juice cucumbers. Milk, butter- 
milk or malted milk, should be used. 
Meats should be limited to small amounts 
of fish or chicken, such as are used in 
salads. Over-eating at lunch is fatal to 
afternoon work, and large meat orders.

One often hears the complaint nowadays: 
“I never feel like having any breakfast, 
Generally this objection to having a 
decent meal to start the day is simply due 
to the unimaginativeness of most break- 
fast dishes.

A Critical Phase 


NE of the most remarkable features of 
Germany’s ‘‘ war of nerves’’ has been 

the way in which her opponents have been 
kept guessing. Herr Hitler and his 
advisers, civil and military, have known 
how to keep their secrets. When Germany 
has struck, her blows always have fallen 
in unexpected places and at unexpected 
times, with the result that the element of 
surprise has been Herr Hitler’s most 
valuable weapon. From the first day, 
when the German Army crossed the Polish 
frontier, nearly twelve months ago, the 
Fuehrer has kept the initiative in his 
hands; and, from the purely military 
point of view, he has achieved some 
spectacular successes. The progress of his 
legions was almost continuous until 
France collapsed, and the triumphant 
Germans found themselves faced by the 
sea. From that moment onward the 
whole complexion of the war underwent ¢ 
change. With France out of the way, the 
British Empire was left as Germany’s 


T only active enemy, and ever since the 


evacuation from Dunkirk—the almost 


Miraculous success of which must have 


come as a shock to the German High Com- 
mand—the world has been waiting for the | 
invasion of England. ‘In the first flush 
of victory over the French, the German 
propaganda department made some rather 
imprudent statements. It was predicted 
with confidence that Herr. Hitler would 
enter London on August 15th, in order to 
dictate peace from Buckingham ~ Palace, 
and the British Government began to busy 
itself with the most elaborate schemes of | 
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afraid to incur heavy losses, and it is 
quite possible that he may decide to 
launch the final attack, although the time 
is growing short before the advent of un- 
certain weather. On the other hand; he 
may decide to adopt alternative forms of 
offensive. While harassing Great Britain 
by incessant sir raids, he may transfer 
his major attack to Egypt and the Middle 
East, where the British Empire is most 
vulnerable Italy’s. offensive against 
British Somaliland may be a prelude to a 
big campaign, in which the Italian army 
will be reinforced by German shock troops, 
while at the same time a German army 
may sweep down through the valley of the 
Danube to the Dardanelles, and ultimately 
to the Persian Gulf Quite possibly Herr 
Hitler may content himself in the West 
with an intensified blockade of Great 
Britain, in the hope that the Luftwaffe 
may be able to reduce the British people 
to a state of semi-starvation, while deter- 
mined attacks are being made elsewhere 
on vital points in the Empire. Yester- 
day’s air battle in the English Channel 
indicates that the Germans are relying 
very largely on their Air Force to defeat 
the British convoy system. Since the war 


‘began Great Britain, by virtue of her un- 


challenged command of the seas, has been 
importing every week between fifteen and 
seventeen hundred cargoes of foodstuffs and 
war materials through her ports. Con- 
tinued importations are essential to her 
existence, and, although the convoy 
system hitherto has worked almost with- 
out a hitch, much damage, undoubtedly, 
can be done by the German dive bombers, 
particularly since the German High 
Command seems to be prepared to take 
almost any risk. According to the official 
figures issued by the British Government 
last night, no fewer than fifty-three 
German machines were shot down during 
yesterday 's battle, with a British loss of 
sixteen. Three merchant vessels were sunk 
and several were damaged, not only by 


| aerial’ attack, but also by torpedoes fired 


from the new ' E boats,” which are small 
motor boats with tremendous speed. The 
mere fact that the British are allowing 
convoys to use the narrow waters of the 
English Channel is fairly conclusive proof 
of their confidence in the ability to cope 
with air attacks; but it must be remem- 
bered that every merchant vessel nowa- 
days is worth its weight in gold, and if 


"the Germans claim to have sunk 55,000 


tons of shipping is even approximately 
accurate, Herr Hitler may take the view 
that the cost in aircraft is not excessive. 
It is quite certain that a critical phase cf 
the war has been reached, and that the 
next few weeks will see very heavy fight- 
ing. An important factor in the situation 
is the activity of the British Air Force 
over Germany. Naturally, exact details 
are not available; but it would seem that 
bombing attacks are being made over ex. 
tensive areas almost every day. The 
cumulative effect of these raids on the 
minds of the German people cannot be 
ignored ; and, in the long run, the issue of 
the war will depend to a very great extent 
on the popular moral. 


. “ Frugal Comfort” 


The European war must introduce 
changes to our Irish mode of life, and Mr. 
de Valera makes no bones about them. 
Speaking before Dail Zireann on the night 
before last, he laid stress on the concep 
tion of “frugal comfort,” as the object 
which the Irish people must pursue from 
now onwards. We account it as virtue to 
Mr. de Valera that he has been con- 
sistent in his attitude towards an Irish 
civilisation ; ‘‘ frugal comfort’’ has been 
his motto since the days when he dis- 
coursed largely of a “‘ hair-shirt’’ policy. 
In fact, the reality has been better than 
his dreams: hair-shirts have been few and 
‘far between, and the general standard of 
living in the twenty-six counties has been 
fai higher than anybody had a right to 
expect. That was so in time of peace. 
Can the same policy, involving the same 
standard of living, be maintained while 
three-quarters of Europe is at war? The 
Taoiseach clearly does not think so, and 
his honourable conception of frugal com- 
fort for the whole community returns to 
the forefront. Just what does it mean, 
and why has Mr. de Valera-deemed fit to 
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revive it? He would answer, . doubtless, - 


outrageously high; we know nothing of 
the scandalous’ extravagance of the 
“upper ten” in certain lands. . Incomes 
range between narrow extremes: if there 
are people who have not as much as they 
need for. frugal comfort, there are not 
very many who have more than enough. 
One certainty is that the present war, 
even here in neutral Ireland, will lead te 
a levelling of incomes. Dividends from 
external sources must be foregone, if they 
do not vanish: the rentier class.will feel 
the pinch. The lack of dividends, in 
itself, will mean a smaller circulation of 
money, and other people are bound to 
suffer as a result ; there will be less money 
to buy things. A grave danger, as in every 
country which, while afflicted by the 


itself, is that the cry for increased wages, 
to meet the increased cost of living, will 
become so loud and so effective.as to drive 


costs upward to a dangerous level. It is 
easy for workers to argue that the cost of 


living is rising because manufacturers are 
making profits, and to demand that their 
wages shall be raised in proportion. It is, 
we repeat, an easy argument, but it is 
not sound High prices are a result of 


result of several factors, which include the 
high cost of materials—and of labour. The 
“vicious circle’’ must not obtain a chance 
to spin in Ireland. Some commodities are 
bound to rise in price: in that case let us 
consider whether we can do \-ithout them. 
If we can do without them, that is al! 
to the good; if we cannot do without 
them, we must pay the higher price, and 
we must dispense with something else in 
order to pay for them. The net effect 
must be to establish Mr. de Valera’s con- 
ception of “‘frugal comfort.’’ What he 
means is, in the first place, that we must 
do without many of the luxuries, extra. 
vagant or modest, to which we have been 
accustomed in the past. In the second 
place, we must work harder, so as to pro- 
vide within our own island some of those 
commodities which hitherto we have im- 
ported from outside. It is good advice— 
advice which well might be adopted in 
time of péace, as in time of war—and, 
more important, it is necessary advice. It 
may not be adopted willingly, but it must 
be adopted if we are to face the coming 
storm with confidence.

The British Government’s decision to 
put a tax on books and newspapers has 
raised not only the storm of protest which 
was predicted, but a veritable tornado.’

| is the one item in all the war Budgets to 
which the people have not given their full, 
if naturally grudging, approval. They 
have supported like one man all the 
demands that have been made on their 
pockets, but, while they are prepared 
without any complaint to pay an increased 
price for their boots, butter, bacon, 
bottles, braces and all the other essential 
articles of daily life, they will not stand 
readily, it appears, for taxes on their 
books and newspapers. Up to now it has 
been the voices of the intellectuals that 
have been loudest. Freedom of speech, free- 
dom of thought, freedom of the Press, they 
say, are among the first principles which 
Britain is fighting to uphold; and how 
can a purchase tax on books and news. 
papers, which, in one case, even already 
have passed beyond the reach of the 
average wage-earner, and in the other will 
be increased in price by at least fifty 
per cent., be recondiled with these declared 
principles? As we have said before, we 
are in sympathy with this opposition. 
The liberty to print books and to, buy 
books is one of the symbols of freedom, 
and it must be admitted that the 
Chancellor who shows himself dis- 
dainful of this particular liberty is 
out of tune with aspirations for 
which good men have fought and died. 
We do not believe that he 1s 
‘disdainful of them, but we believe, like 
the increasing opposition across the 
Channel, that he has failed to weigh up 
the loss which will be incurred, as well 
as the profit, from the new tax.

WO of five survivors of the aircraft 

carrier Glorious, 22,500 tons, sunk during 

the Norwegian withdrawal, found they 
were, almost next-door neghbours after they 
had been taken on board a rescue ship. For 
three nights and two days on rafts and small 
boats they had drifted in icy cold. The rescue 
ship. picked up thirty-nine men altogether 
but only five were alive. A grim story of 
the men’s ordeal after the sinking was told 
yesterday by Squadron-Leader Cross. ‘‘I had 
tried to save some equipment from Norway, 
and had got it on to the warship,”’ he said. 
“ Unfortunately, we were attacked by the 
enemy and sunk. We were all thrown into 
the water, and clung to whatever floating 
articles we could. managed to get on a 
raft, and for two days and three nights 
drifted with the others—tossed about in the 
icy cold until things appeared to be getting 
very desperate. . 

FROSTBITTEN 


‘We were all very badly frostbitten and 
hardly able to move when a Norwegian tramp 
steamer sighted us, made a sea for four 
hours, ot picked up 39 officers and men. 
Sad to say, only five were alive, and Í 
happened to be one of- the wc ones. It 
was only when I was taken aboard the tramp 
in a helpless condition that I learned that 
one of the four other survivors was 5

He asked that the engineer 
and himself be given discretion in the matter 
of conserving the supply. The meeting granted 
the powers asked for. Handbills have been 
distributed to the citizens intimating that 
only a four-hour supply will be available each 
day, from 7 a.m. to 9 a.m. and from 5 p.m. 
to 7 pm. The use of water for all but 
strictly domestic purposes is forbidden under 
threat of prosecution.
